TABRIZ UNDER HEAVY 
GUARD 


Russian Government Not to Send Any 


More Troops to Persia. 


ST. FnrnHRSBURG. 
Dec- 29.—-The 


Russian government does not contem- 
plate sending any more troops to P*v- 
sia,. The brigade of sharpshooters, con- 
simlrvg1 of four regiments, comprising 
about 4.000 men, \viih.~Xour squadrons 
of -Cossacks and a battery of artillery 
are considered sufficient 
to maintain 
order In the city of Tabriz, The Rus- 
sian force stationed 
In Tabriz six. 
months ago numbered 3,009 men.

was recently reduced to only 800 anfl 
the Persian exlrt-jnJsts took advantage 
of this fact to start disturbances. The 
force of Russian troops at present en- 
camped at Kaabln, ab"out 90 miles to 
the northwest of Teheran, totals 4.000 
men of all arms.
